We knew the great part your 
fine institution has taken in the war by sending so many fighters in the fields of France.

You expressed 
the wish that these ties may be still developed and that the intercourse between the stu- 
dents and professors of France and Canada may be strengthened. I sincerely share this 
opinion, and if in the future such fine institutions as the McGill University and the French 
Universities may come to closer touch, nobody will be happier than the Chief of the French 
Mission.

The letter from Col. McBride reads: 
"I hasten to let you nnow that I 
have Jit:! learned t^. rough the War 
Ministry Bulletin thai the Portuguese 
Government had granted you the gra- 
de of Commander of the Military 
Order of Avii. 

"1 am very happy lo sec lhat my 
country has given you proof of its 
appreciation for the grea: rare nhich 
the five thousani t'ortuffuese sol- 
diers received when they passed 
through the No. 3 Canadian Ceneral 
Hospital (McGill). 

"More than anyone, 1 know what 
we owe to this model nospttal, where 
1 speni the best part of my sojourn 
in France, and of which 1 keep the 
most agreeable souvenir. 1 will al- 
ways remember the kind welcome 
which the Portuguese officers receiv- 
ed from you and your officers, and 
the devotion of Miss MaeLatchy and 
the sisters for our sick and wounded. 

"I cannot but appreciate what we 
have .learned from ' you during our 
sojourn with you, which knowledge 
has enabled me to take up the task 
of opening my own hosipltal. I took 
for a model your magnificent or- 
ganization. 

"It Is for all these reasons that 
the Portuguese Government wished 
to honor you with one of the oldest 
orders of Europe. The tp&vt was 
founded by the Cavalier Monks in 
I the 13th century. The highest prin- 
! ces of Portugal were members, includ- 
j ing D. Henrique, the great naviga- 
i tor, and the son of King John T„ 
I Grand Master of the Order. The latter 
gave his name to the most brilliant 
dynasty of Portugal, 

"The color or the order is green, 
and as Commander you are entitled 
to the crest and shield. I think that 
you Will receive these from the War 
I Office, but I ask you for the permis- 
sion to offer you the shield, which I 
I will easily obtain from Lisbon. 

"Pteaae accept, my Colonel, the 
I homage of my best sentiments, my 
profound respect, and my most sincere 
l devotion.— Col. McBride."
